NAME. 

1.— The  name  of  this  Sooietj  shall  be  ''  The  Niv-i 

rOUN9|.ANP  CqUBOH  SoCIBTT*" 

OBJECTS. 

2. — The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be,  (1)  to  con-, 
tribute  towards  the  maiDteuaQce  of  the  Olergj  and 
fiioensed  Lay.Readers,  (2)  to  assist  in  the  erection,^ 
enlargement,  or  repairs  of  Oharobes,  Parsonages,  or 
School  Roonis,  and  in  the  purchase  of  Land  for  Olebo 
or  other  Ghnrch  purposes,  (3)  to  provide  for  sale  a 
supply  of  Bibles/  Prayer-BooJEs,  School- Boolcs,  and 
other  Religious  Books  and  Tracts,  (4)  to  assist  in 
creating  and  sustaining  a  Special  Fund  for  the  Endow- 
inent  and  Support  of  tho  Theological  College  in  St. 
John's,  and  (5)  to  create  and  maintain  a  separate 
Fund  for  assisting  the  Widows  and  Ohildrep  of  de« 
ceased  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese. 

MEMBER^. 

3.-^  The  Members  of  this  Society  shall  be,  (1)  all 
persons  who  shall  hare  paid  to  their  Clergyman  or 
the  Treasurer  the  two  preceding  years  the  annm^l 
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sum  of  ion  Bhillings  lor  the  objects  of  tho  Society  ;  and 
(2)  all  Clergymen  who  sliall  liavo  ofllciatcd  in  New- 
ioundland  or  Labrador  tlio  two  preceding  years  with 
tho  Rishop'R  liconso. 

4. — All  Members  shall  havo  powor  to^vpto  at  tho 
ADDual  atid  othor  geucrul  meetings. 

OFFICEltS. 
6.— Tho  Ofiicers  of  this  Society  shall  bo  (1)  tho 
Lord  Bishop  of  tho  Diocoso,  PrQsicIqntj;  ^(g)  t^^  A^on« 
erablo  tho  Archdeacon  and  tho  Rural  Deans,  VicO'Pre- 
sidonts;  (3)  a  Treasurer;  and  ^4)  a  Secretary;  tho 
last  two  to  bo  chosen  by  tho  members  of  tho  Bociety 
at  tho  annual  general  meeting;  but  in  case  of  resigr 
natioa  of  office,  or  rcmotal,,  pf  iQ|itib^i;,{:^9|Sf^tary  or 
Treasurer,  during  tho  interval  between  two  Annual 
Meetings,  tho  Committco  shall  appoint  a  person  to 
act  in  either  case,  until  tho  next  Annual  Meeting.

GENERAL  MEETINGS; 

15. — An  Annual  General  Meeting  of  tho  members

boon  after  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint.  The  Secretatf 
shall  give  notice  to  each  of  the  Clergymen  in  St.  John's 
^ho  shall  publish  U  (with  the  Bishop's  Consent)  in  Lis 
Church  on  the  previous  Sundiliy. 

16. — At  the  annual  genorai  meeting  a  report  on  thd 
state  of  the  Society,  with  the  Treasurer's  accounts 
duly  audited,  shall  bo  submitted  by  the  GommitteOj  to 
be  priotodj  or  otherwise,  as  shall  bo  then  and  thdre 
determined  by  the  members. 

1*1. — A  special  general  meotitag  may  be  convened 
at  any  time,  (1)  by  the  President;  (2)  by  a  Vice* 
t*resident  and  sit  members  of  the  Committee ;  or  (3) 
by  any  twelve  members  of  the  Society  whose  payments 
arO  not  in  arrear;  provided  notice  of  such  meeting  be 
duly  given  as  in  thO  case  of  annual  general  meetings.

Objects  ot  the  Society  will  be  made  crorf  year  by  every 
Cletgyman  in  the  Dioooso,  from  every  bead  of  a  family 
and  every  adult  member  of  the  Ohurch  It  his  Mission^ 
assisted  if  need  be  by  his  Oha^ch-trardens  and  other 
respectable  Members  of  his  eongregation. 

20.— Every  Olergyman  shall  transmit  to  the  Secre- 
tary a  list  of  the  GobtribtitOrs  to  the  objects  of  the 
Society  in  his  Mission,  with  the  amonni  of  their  sever- 
al payments,  and  to  the  Treasurer  one-fourth  at  least 
of  his  whole  collections  on  or  before  the  last  day  in 
every  year,  or  as  soon  after  aa  practicable. 

N.B.-— This  Bdle  does  not  apply  to  the  Clergy  of 
St.  John's,  who  shall  send  in  the  whole  of  their  Col*

21.^A11  Clergymen  who  hate  collected  as  far  as

friends  of  the  Neirfoundland  Church  Sodety  Assem- 
blod  on  tho  present  occasion  how  much  satisfactioa 
was  expressed  by  several  speakers  at  the  last  annivet* 
sary,  and  especially  by  His  Excellency  the  QovBRyoB 
from  tho  cbaipj  at  the  state  of  prosperity  in  which  tho 
funds  of  the  Society  wore  then  declared  to  be,  after  a 
season  of  so  great  depression,  aa  that  through  which 
the  commucity  in  general^  not  only  in  St.  John^s  but 
all  other  parts  of  the  island,  had  lately  passed. 

Your  Committee  are  thankful  to  be  able  to  dedard 
that  the  Church  Society  continues  to  prosper  under 
tho  blessing  of  Almigrtt  God,  neither  is  it  doubted 
that  the  cause  of  God's  Church,  to  tho  furtherance  of 
which,  as  to  its  temporal  interests,  their  endeavors  aro 
always  directed,  will  ever  be  tho  object  of  His  provi- 
dential care,  or  that,  albeit  perhaps  amid  trials  from 
time  to  timo  of  various  kinds  and  degrees^  His  favor

Your  Committee  proceed  at  Onee  to  a  statement 
of  the  amount  of  coutributions  received  by  them 
and  of  their  administration.  The  total  sum  of  tho 
various  collections  of  the  St.  John's  and  Outharbor 
Clergy  reaches  £ld9  Ss.  6d.  afriinst  j£909  6s.  Od^ 
contributed  in  tho  same  way  last  year.  The  de<« 
ficiency  may  be  accounted  for  by  tho  falling  off  in 
tho  amount  of  collections  from  tho  congregations  of 
St.  Thomas'  and  St.  Mary's  in  this  town.    The  Gather 
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dral  collection  has  this  year  not  qnito  rcnclicfl  tho* 
amoaot  contributed  last  year,  so  far  as  tho  regular 
Bubscribcrs  list  ia  rcgordecl.  Many  members  of  our 
Gburch  have  daring  tho  past  year  left  tho  conn  try  in- 
tolving  the  loss  ot  some  considerable  subscriptions, 
irhile  oq  the  other  hand  the  names  of  nearly  40  person? 
have  been  added  to  the  Ust  v^hoso  payments  altO' 
l^ethor  amount  to  upwards  of  X20.  Tho  Secretary 
has  been  also  very  successful  among  tho  erews  of  tho 
•lealiiiK  8|ean>cr8  whoso  contributions  amounted,  from' 
ibe  Nimrodj  Lion,  Merlin,  and  Hawk^  to  j67G  5a.  Od., 
to  that  the  collection  made  the  Cathedral  Clergy  not 
only  does  not  fall  short  but  actually  exceeds  that  of 
last  year  and  most  previoos  years.  Of  this  sum  tho 
Secretary  has  paid  to  the  Clergy  of  the  adjoining  Out- 
harbors,  from  which  many  of  the  men  came,  £33  Ts. 
6d. ;  deducting  the  fourth  only  of  theso  collections  as 
due  to  the  Church  Society.  The  profit  to  the  Churoii 
Society  from  this  collection  has  been  £Z4k  lOd.  Od. 
from  St.  John's,  and  X8  78.  6d.  from  th«  Out- 
harbors. 

Your  Committee  rejoice  in  the  incorporation  amon^ 
the  supporters  of  the  Church  Society  this  year  of  tho 
Mission  of  Bay  Roberts,  whilo  at  tho  same  timo  they 
regret  the  absence  from  its  accounts  of  the  hames  of 
the  Missions  of  King's  Cove,  Exploits,  and  VVhito  Bay. 
They  trust  howover,  that  this  is  temporary  and  acciden' 
tal  only  inasmuch  as,  though  the  Secretary  has  written 
to  tho  Clergy  of  the  two  former  places,  no  explanation' 
has  been  yet  received.  Two  years  collections  h&vo 
becn^  received  since  the  last  meeting  from  New  Harbor, 
and  it  is  hoped  tho  Missions  now  omitted  will  bo  found 
similarly  placed  next  year.  The  omission  of  the  Mis- 
sion  of  Exploits  is  the  more  remarkable  inasmuch  as 
tho  lirst  moiety  of  a  considerable  grant,  made  some 
time  back,  has  been  lately  paid  towards  the  new 
Parsonago  being  erected  at  Exploits,  Burnt  Island  for 
the  comfort  of  the  Clergyman.

It  will  thus  be  seen  from  comparing  tbo  oxpenditaro 
of  the  past  with  that  of  the  previous  year  that  tho 
expenses  of  tho  Society  havo  been  X104  lis.  7d. 
larger,  while  the  income,  as  has  been  already  shewn, 
has  been  .£110  28.  6d.  less  than  that  of  186  7.  Tho 
meeting  will  bo  prepared  from  this  to  learn,  that  tho 
balance  of  £347  17s.  3d.  with  which  the  accounts  o  f 
tho  year  18G8  began  has  been  diminished  at  the  pre- 
sent date  to  <£242  5s.  3d.  It  is  evident  thoroforo  that 
unless  the  funds  of  this  Society  are  liberally  maintained 
its  grants  must  be  necessarily  curtailed.  It  is  evident 
also  that  this  Society  is  only  limited  in  the  promotion  of 
tho  various  objects  contemplated  in  its  rules  by  the 
means  thus  placed  by  her  members  at  tho  disposal  of  oui* 
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Church.  It  is  surely  also  further  evident  that  all  who  ro« 
fuse  to  contribute  according  to  their  several  ability  to 
the  funds  of  this  Institution  incur  the  responsibility  o( 
hindering  tho  Society  in  its  endeavor  to  spread  tbo 
ministrations  of  religion  in  those  outlying  and  destitute 
Btfttlcmonts  which  need  tho  help  of  thbir  Lrothreu  moref 
largely  blessed  with  tho  moans  of  grace. 

CLERGY  WIDOWS^  AND  ORPHANS'  FUND. 

This  fund  still  continues  to  prosper  and  increaso^ 
During  tho  year  now  closed  tho  following  sums  havo 
been  added  to  tho  amount  reported  last  year,  viz  :

7d,  Ponations  £d  48.  Od.  Interest  on  money  in* 
tested  <^146  6s.  8d.  making  tho  total  income  for  tho 
year  £331  63.  3d.:  against  which  is  to  be  placed  the 
lum  of  £80  paid  to  meet  the  pensions  with  which  the 
fund  is  chargeable  as  granted  to  Mrs.  Moreton  anc( 
Mrs.  Meek.  This  fund  now  possesses  capital  as  fol- 
Jowa : — £1000  Water  Company  Stock  at  5  per  cent. 
£650  loaned  at  5  per  cent.,  £600  at  6  per  cent.,  and 
£1093  16s.  8d.  lying  in  the  Commercial  Bank  at  31 
per  cent.)  in  all  £8343  I63.  8d.  For  tho  sum  deposit* 
ed  in  tho  3ank  your  Committee  are  looking  out  for  a 
permanent  investment  of  a  safe  character  at  a  higher 
rato  of  interest,  but  have  not  yet  succeeded  in  meet* 
ing  with  any  they  have  deemed  suitable.  Your  Com- 
mittee have  lately  beard  with  much  concern  of  the 
death  of  the  Hev.  John  Marshall  of  Bolleoram,  by 
which  event  tho  people  ot  that  settlement  have  been 
deprived  ol  tho  valued  services  of  a  tried  and  faithful 
Clergyman  whose  ministrations  among  them  have  ex- 
tended over  a  period  ot  more  than  twenty  years,  during 
the  whole  of  which  timo  he  was  never  absent  for  a 
longer  season  than  was  necessary  for  attendance 
upon  the  Bishop's  visitations.  Mr.  Marshall  had 
been  long  in  feeblo  health  but  was  seized  with  tho 
attack  which  speedily  terminated   his  life  while  co^ 
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laged  in  ouo  of  tho  publisservicee  of  tho  Church  j  hU 
last  act  having  boon  tlio  baptism  ii  Cburoh  o(  odo  of 
tho  littlo  0QP8  of  tlio  tlock.  Mrs.  MAitsnALL,  with 
whom  all  pro80Dt  wo  u  ^  assurcci  will  Bjoipatbizo,  has 
a  claim  upou  our  Pcu^ion  fund,  thus  making  a  third 
widow  in  the  courBo  of  tliu  olevon  years  tl'dt  hav^ 
elapsed  sioci  its  first  establishment. 

BOOK  DEPOSITORY. 
Your  Gommitteo  rcgrot  to  have  to  report  a  falling 
off  in  tho  amount  of  ealos  this  year  of  one  third  aa 
compared  with  ony  of  tho  previous  four  or  five  years. 
It  is  believed  that  tho  lust  year  has  been  one  of  UQ* 
paralleled  dopreision  in  business  of  all  kinds  in  thia 
town,  which  is  tho  only  explanation  that  can  bo  offeredi* 
It  could  not  of  course  but  bo  expected,  since  tho  caset 
is  such,  that  our  Rook  Depository  would  feel  the  pre- 
vailing dulness  of  trade,  and  your  Committee  can  only 
express  the  hope  that  it  may  also  share  in  tho  revival 
of  business  whiqli  they  truet  will  bo  the  result  this 
year  of  the  good  success  which  has  attended  the  sealing 
voyage,  and  promises  to  bo  realized  in  the  summer  fishr 
ery.

Very  nearly  the  whole  of  this  sum  has  been  invested 
by  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel, 
acting  as  Trustees  for  the  Colicgo,  in  the  manner 
mentioned  in  the  last  report.  Your  Committee  hope 
after  this  statement  that  they  are  not  premature  in 
declaring  the  permanence  of  the  College  from  hence* 
forth  secured.  About  £125  Cy.  still  remains  in  the 
Commercial  Bank,  and  about  £70  or  X80  are  also 
duo  on  account  of  subscriptions  promised  here. 

No  regular  voyage  or  journey  of  visitation  has  been 
undertaken  by  the  Bishop  since  last  year,  but  his  Lord* 
ship  in  the  latter  part  of  last  summer  spent  somo 
weeks  at  flarbor  Breton  in  Fortune  Bay,  during  which 
he  visited  the  neighboring  settlements,  in  several  of 
which  Candidates  were  presented  to  him,  and  a  con-* 
siderable  number  were  Confirmed.  No  other  Episco- 
pal service  was  asked  or  performed  at  that  time,  but 
within  the  last  month  the  Bishop  proceeded  to  Brigus, 
whoro  he  had  been  invited  for  the  consecration  of  a 
oomely  and  well  built  Church  in  the  adjacent  settle- 
ment of  Burnt  Head,  which  service  was  duly  perform* 
ed  with  the  assistance  of  the  neighboring  Clergy  a«d 
the  Eev.  Messrs.  Hutchinson  and  Pii^or,  in  the  pre-* 
s^Dco  of  a  numerous  congregation. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  the  Church 
Society  9,  grant  was  made  towards  the  purchase  of  a 
building  at  Upper  Gullies  on  the  South  Shore  of  Con* 
caption  Bay,  newly  built,  and  hitherto  used  as  a  Wes* 
icjran  Chapelf  which  it  is  proposed  aa  soou  as  the

pirciiMd  baa  been  coinplctod  to  cionaccrate  as  a  dhaich 
to  bo  used  for  the  bcuclit  of  tho  inhabitants  not  of 
Upper  Quliios  only,  but  of  Seal  Covo  and  Lance  Cove 
adjacent,  withfn  easy  access  of  all  which  populours 
eettleincnts  it  is  conTcnicntlj  sittiated. 

Tho  Coadjutor  Bishop  has  been  absent  from  this 
Colony  during  the  past  winter  in  Bermuda,  which  has 
thus  benefited  by  tho  presence  of  a  Bishop  when  this 
privilege  could  not  otherwise  have  been  enjoyed.  His 
Lordship  is  at  present  iu  Nova  Scotia,  but  may  bo 
expected  very  shortly  in  a  now  vessel  which  has  been 
built  there  for  his  visitation  duties,  tho  outfit  of  which 
ho  has  spent  a  short  time  in  superintoading  on  his  way 
hero  from  Bermuda. 

Your  Committco  arc  thankful  to  bo  able  to  report 
tho  establishment  of  a  new  Mission  upon  tho  Capo  shore^ 
having  tho  now  important  settlement  of  Tilt  Covo  for 
its  centre,  bv  which  tho  Missionary  at  £lxploits,  Burnt 
Island  has  been  relieved  of  a  portion  of  his  too  un- 
tvieldy  charge.  Tho  Rev.  Mr.  Lockward,  ordained  in 
September  last,  has  taken  np  his  abode  at  Tilt  Cove, 
where  he  has  been  favorably  received.  Y'our  Com- 
mittoo  rcjoico  to  be  able  to  say  that  this  Mission  has 
been  undertaken  not  only  Without  any  grant  from  tho 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  but  alsdr 
without  any  call  upon  the  funds  of  this  Society,  and 
they  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  add  that  through  Mr. 
Bennett's  influence,  and  with  means  which  he  is  under- 
stood to  have  provided,  a  Chuich  is  now  being  erected 
in  Tilt  Core,  fer  the  bonoQt  of  tho  now  numerous 
population  working  in  the  valuable  copper  mine  of 
that  place. 

Two  Ordinations  have  taken  place  in  the  Cathedral 
since  our  last  years  meeting,  by  which  four  deacons, 
Messrs.  Nett&n,  Lockward,  Smitu,  and  Bishop,  havor 
been  added  to  tho  number  of  tho  Clcrey.  At  tlio 
Trinity  Sunday  Ordination  the  Kev.  H.  T.  Dowk  of 
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l^orle^u,  Labracior,  was  alao  advaacccl  to  tlio  liglicif 
torder  of  Priesthood.     Tho  Rov.  Arthur  Wood  from 
t*ictoo,  Mova  Scotia,  has  also  been  nominated  Stipen- 
diary Curate  of  St.  Thomas'  Church  in  this  town,  thus 
adding  five  to  the  Clergy  list  of  last  year.     On   the 
other  band  the  Kev.  Mr.  Marshall  has  been  r&moTed 
by  death,  as  already   stated,  and  the  Hot.  Messrs. 
MiLNER  and  Chamberlain  have  left  tho  Diocese.-^ 
The  office  Of  Rural  Dean  of  Conception  Bay,  racant 
by  the  retirement  of  tho  Rev.  M.  Blackuorb,  has  been 
filled  up  by  the  appointment  of  Rev.  J.  C.  HARVEir  pf 
Port-de-Grave  as  tho  Senior  Clergyman^  collated  by 
tho  Bishop  on  tho  petition  of  his  brother  Clergy^in  that 
Deanery.     Whilo  speaking  of  tho  changes  that  bavo 
occurred  lately   among  tho   Clergy,  your  Committee 
cannot  omit  mention  and  grateful  acknowledgment  of 
tho  consideration  and  liberality  of  the  Society  for  tho 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  as  manifested  towards  this 
t)ioce8e,  in  their  promise  to  continue,  till  the  end  of 
the  year  1870,  all  the  stipends  hitherto  paid  for  tha 
maintenance  of  tho  Clergy ;  a  boon  tho  greatness  of 
Which   will  be  understood  when  it  is  known  that  thd 
sum  amounted  last  year  to  no  less  than  £4785  Os.  Odi 
Btg.,  appropriated  as  follows : —

knowledge  thankfully  tho  addition  by  the  sister  Society 
(the  Society  for  Promoting  Christian  Knowledge)  to  tho 
many  acts  of  muniGccnce  for  which  the  Church  in  this 
Colony  is  already  indebted  of  the  grant  already  spoken 
of  in  this  report  of  X500  Stg.  towards  the  Theological 
Collogo  EndowniQut  Fund< 
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Your  Gommitteo  mention  with  great  regret  ihi 
prospect  of  the  removal  of  His  Excellency  the  Gover- 
nor,  who  ever  since  his  arrival  in  this  Golonj  ha^ 
held  the  office  of  Patron  of  this  Society.     His  Exoel- 
loncy  has  not  only  held  this  honorary  office  in  rolatiod 
to  the  Church  Society,  but  has  also  been  a  constant 
and  liberal  contributor  to  its  funds,  and  above  all  has 
been  ever  ready  to  promote  by  hia  personal  interest 
inourprocoedingp,  (evidenced,  as  in  other  ways,  by  his 
imfailing  attendance  at  our  annual  meetings  in  tho 
bhair,)  to  the  utmost  of  his  power;  the  |>rOsperity  of 
this  Society.  .  Nor  has  the  Church  Society  only  been 
the  object  of  his  support,  biit,  the  other  charitable  In- 
stitutions  connected  with  our  Church  have  also  been 
Assisted  by  him  in  the  same  liberal  and  hearty  man- 
faer.     Your  Committee  refrain* from  adding  more  upon 
this  subject  from  respect  to  His  Eicellency's  ezpect<jdl 
i)resence  in  the  chair,  as  they  much  regret  to  add,  for 
the  la.it  time.     At  the  same  time  tliat  they  give  utter- 
ance to  these  expressions  o^f  tcgret  at  the  removal  of 
Governor  Musgrave,  they  also  desire   to  congratiii 
late  His  Excellency  on  tho  fresh  token  ho  has  re- 
beived   of    the    confidence  of  his  Sovereign    in  his 
appointment   to   the  Govcrntient   of  the  important: 
Colony  of  British  Columbia  and  Vancouver's  Island. 
They  desire  to  assure  him  that  he  will  carry  with  him 
their  best  wishes  for  himself  and  for  hia  family,  and 
their  humblo  prayers  to  God  for  his  success  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  tho  office  which  hav   been 
bommitted  to  him.

the  Trustees  so  named  are  unwilling  or  unable  to  act, 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  act  as  Trustee  in  the 
application  of  the  Fensioo.

13.— 'The  Pensions  shall  be  paid  half-yearly  by  the 
Bishop's  order  on  the  Treasurer  on  the  first  of  Janu- 
ary aud  first  of  July.  The  first  payment  to  be  calcu- 
lated foi  the  interval  from  the  husband's  death  to  the 
day  of  payment. 

14. — If  a  Clergyman,*  having  joined  the  fund  aftdt 
the  24th  June,  1863,  removes  from  the  Diocese  after 
having  served  less  than  fourteen  years,  his  connection 
with  the  fund  shall  cease,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  back  half  the  amount  of  the  annual  subscrip- 
tions he  has  paid.  If  be  removes  after  having  served 
fourteen  years  and  less  than  twenty-one  years,  he 
shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  connection  with  the  Fund 
by  paying  an  annual  subscription  of  six  pounds,  or  nine 
pounds  if  residing  witrhin  the  tropics  ]  or  he  may  re- 
ceive  back  half  his  aonual  subscriptions,  upon  which 
his  connection  with  the  Fond  shall  cease.  If  he  re- 
moves after  having  served  twenty-one  years,  he  shall 
be  allowed  to  remain  in  connection  with  the  Fund  by 
paying  an  annual  subscription  ot  five  pounds,  or  seven 
pounds  ten  shillings  if  residing  within  the  tropics ;  or

Clergymen  in  connection  with  tho  Fund  botoro  June 
24,  1863. 

14. — If  a  Clergymara  removes,  with  the  Bishop's 
consent,  from  the  Diocese,  after  officiating  in  it  not 
leas  than  seven  years,  he  shall  be  allowed  his  claim  upon 
the  Fund,  on  the  payment  of  an  annual  subscription 
of  three  pounds  (X3);  or,  if  he  desire  it,  may  receive 
back  half  the  amount  ho  has  paid ;  which  repayment 
shall  release  the  Fund  from  all  his  claims  upon  it."
